Another barracks installation was noticed on the sovth side of ul. Grunwaldzka. 
The barracks area was bordered by ul. ‘iojskowa and ul. Wysplanskiego. The 
installation is know as that of the former Uhlan Regt, the 7th Rifle Regt and 
the ist Tank Regt. Some of the buildings of the barracks installation were 
destroyed. Repair work was ohserved., Elements of a folish infantry regiment, 
probably a battalion; a KBW unit, probably a battalion; and units of the 
militia ard the labor service were located in tho installation. (8) 


The barracks installation bordered by ul. Swierczewskiego, ul. folna, ul. 
Ssylinga and ul. Crunwaldska quartered elements of the infantry regiment 
stationed in Poznan, believed to be a battalion. 


Elements of the same regiment were located in the barracks on ul. Taberowa 
and ul. Fromonista. (8) 


The barracks installation bordered by ul. Rolna, ul. Saperska and ul.i/azpoina 
was occupied to capacity by an AAA unit, believed to be a regiment. A heavy 
AA gun was in front of the monument in the barracks yard. The install ation 
comprised three three-story buildings, each of them about 50 meters lone, and 
six smaller two-story builcings, (9) 


The barracks located on ul. Solna and ul. Babinskierse, formerly occupied by the 
1th Arty Regt, was unoccupied and heavily damared. 


The Riedrusko (P 53/X 27) troop training grounds, located north of Fognan 
and west of the Dolechowo (P 53/X 27) railroad station, was being uscd and 
was off-limits to civilians.
